17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior und/or exterior) 


This house has a three-bay facade with a tall and narrow profile. 

The left entry is trabeated with plain pilasters and a plain lintel 
with a central molding below a simple molded cap. Windows have plain 
board surrounds, and are fitted with modern sash with snap-in muntins. 
A single semi-circular attic louver has a molded keyblock surround. 
There are plain corner boards; side walls are considerably out of 
plumb. To the left is a later ell and garage; on the right elevation 
is a modern glassed-in porch. 


DESCRIPTION (Continued! 


This house is significant an an example of a simple early 19th- 
century dwelling. Although it has abandoned the ridge-parallel ori- 
entation of the 18th century for a front-facing gable, the building 
retains a timber frame (as shown by the out-of-plumb walls) and lacks 
the characteristic broad profile of the later Greek Revival style. 
Much of the exterior fabric appears to have been replaced in recent 


decades. 


SIGNIFICANCE 


A longtime 19th century occupant of the house was B.R. Fanning.
